Watercoyurses - Lodes - Flooding 


Much of the recent Committee Time of the "Environmental 
Services and Health Committee" of the South Cambridgeshire 
District Council has been taken up discussing the question of 
FLOODING with special reference to the disastrous floods in 
Mey 1978, 


One of the main contributary causes was the state of the 
Loées (Watercourses). Years of neglect in providing adequate 
maintenance; the depositing of rubbish and foreign bodies in 
the lodes by children and (I regret to say) adults thereby 
blucking and impeding the clear flow of water; and the 
danegine of the banks and immediate vicinities of the lodes 
by children and vandals - ALL heve helped *o aggravate the 
deteriorating situation. 


I have spoken about the problem at the District Council 
end will continue to do so until there is remedial action by 
the. responsible Authorities. 


I woulc point cut to all PARENTS of young children that 
these Lodes are dangerous both from an accident point of view 
anc @es @ HEALTH hazard - stagnent water breeds disease!!
